When Governor General 
Taft took charge he stated that the 
islands would soon be free. By ‘free,’ 
the Filipinos thought he meant three or 
four weeks, and when the expected 
freedom did not_gome they fhought they 
had been treacherously. dealt with. As 
@ matter of fact, it will be many years 
before the Philippines are fitted for any- 
t like self-government. If granted 
at the present time a chaotic state of 
affairs would exist, by the side of which 
the present disturbance in Cuba would 
be but child’s play.-/The Filipino is being 
ae for self-government in the only 

gical way—education. The sehoag] teach- 
ers sent from this country have done a 
wonderful work, and surmounted seem- 
ingly insuperable obstacles. It was a 
difficult matter to get the children to go 
to school at first, but now many are 
only too glad to go, and are taking an 
infinite pride in their work. 

“The Philippines will never come in 
competition with the United States, and 
the argument on that line is nothing but 
political talk..

Imagine the white race—maggers in 
every field of culture, science, 
achievement—without the leavening 
of religion.

Yet we have withdrawn from this 
subject-race the strong supporting 
arm of the WHITE MAN WHO 
KNOWS THE NEGRO; WE HAVE 
LEFT THE BUT TWICE-REMOVED 
CHILD OF THE JUNGLE TO LEARN 
THE LESSONS OF RELIGION, OF 
MORAUTY, OF CIVILIZATION, 
INNER CON. 
SCIOUSNESS—IN OTHER WORDS, 
WE HAVE THRUST’ HIM BACK 
ON NOTHING; OR, WHAT IS HARD- 
LY BETTER, WE HAVE LEFT IN.- 
STRUCTIONS TO THOSE WHOSE 
KNOWLEDGE OF HIM IS BASED 
ON THEORY—SOMETIMES FANAT- 
ICISM. 

Therein lies the problem and the 
great opportunity for the churchmen 
of the south. Thg sending of mission- 
aries to Africa is a noble work. 
But there are eleven million people 
in this country, with minds and souls 
in a half-plastic state, waiting for 
the ministrations of the white men 
they know and trust. Mental educa- 
tion? Yes, it is an excellent thing. 
We hear it offered, humerously, as a 
panacea. »- Have we not tried it? Are 
not the white people of Georgia NOW 
contributing their money in this 
‘Cause? Are not northern millions en- 
tisted in the same cause? Have these 
combined efforts mitigated the prob- 
lem? WE KNOW THEY HAVE 
NOT! 

For the simple reason that educa- 
tion, without religion. is nothing more 
hor less than galvanizing into life a 


race of frankensteins. A _ sense of 


moral responsibility must be there to 


balance the education—or we have 
an anomalous creature, capable of if- 
finite mischief. Mora] responsibility 
comes only with the development of 
REAL SPIRITUALITY. Our southern 
legislatures and northern philanthro- 
pists may spend millions in cultivat- 
ing the MIND of the negro. Unless 
the white churchmen of the south— 
the only men who KNOW the negro 
and whom the negro TRUSTS—are 
willing to develop his SOU L—money 
and energy invested otherwise is a 
waste—it may be a dangerous weapon 
of the future. 

We have tried violence. Has it 
succeeded? Senator Tillman, and no 
will deny that HE knows the 
southern negro, declares that mob vio- 
lence harms the white more than it 
helps the negro. He states clearly 
that unless all solutions of this ques- 
tion have a lawful, an orderly basis, 
they will not only be futile, but that

Perhaps no commit appointed 


from any city council in Atlanta ever 
had as hard work before it as the 
committee which has just completed 
the revision of the city liquor licenses. 

The committee is composed of rep- 
resentative business men and they 
have done their duty as they saw it. 

The only objection that can be 
urged against the report of the com- 
mittee, and the action of council in 
adopting that report, is the mercenary 
argument to the effect that a reduc- 
tion in the number of liquor licenses 
reduces the income of the city ac- 
cordingly . 

Admitted! 

But since when has Atlanta come 
to measure decency, peace, order and 
good government in dollars and 
cents? 

It has been admitted, even by the 
liquor dealers, that the city has here- 
tofore been too careless in the mat- 
ter of granting licenses—a careless- 
ness that has amounted to positive 
recklessness in some instances. The 


demonstrated the fact that in some 
instances licenses had been issued 
that were utterly unjustifiable, and 
that under these licenses several 
places Were béing run in a manner 
that was not only a disgrance to the 
city, but a positive menace to its 
peace and order.

Editor Constitution: It is a matter for 
sincere congratulation that a great news- 
paper, in strong and timely editoriais, so 
ably advocates the views that have been 
held and taught by the Christian ministry 
all these years.

Mayor Woodward, after some discus- 
sion, agreed to meet the committee half 
way, and asked it to take care of only 
the $19,000 which will be due on the 
Washington street viaduct. 

The committee looked over the entire 
apportionment. sheet and could find only 
about $14,000 of the amount reeded and 
this was done by making cuts in several 
departments. This called for the reduc- 
tion of the new policemen to twenty men 
insteag of forty, as at first provided for. 

The cuts discussed by the committee 
were as follows: 

From the tax department, $2,000: from 
the marshal's office, $500: from the po- 
lice department, $4,200: from the health 
department, $1,500; from the fire depat- 
ment for the purchase of a lot in the 
first ward, $1,500; appropriation for a 
sewer in the eighth ward, $4,000; total 
$13,700. 

The mayor announced that he would 
let the apportionment’ sheet go through 
if the debt of $19,370 for the (Washing- 
ton street viaduct be provided for. 

Took Care of Peachtree.
